THE JURY HAS IT NOW 


The Arg oments In the MclHanig al Murder 
Case Concluded. 


ALL SEVEN ATTORNEYS WERE BEARD. 


No Verdict. Having Been Reached Ten Minutes After 
Midnig ht, Jndg e Long an Went Home» = 
There Was Not an Intimation as 
to How the Jnry Stood. 


^ The jury has the McManig al 
murder case, for the k illing of 
^ Capt. Thos. C. Young , of Lex­ 
ing ton, Mo., September 28 , 18 9 8 , 
it having retired at 10:20 o’clock 
last nig ht to deliberate, after six 
hours of oratory by the attorneys. 
A t ten minutes after midnig ht 
Judg e Long an 
returned to the 
court house, after having partak en 
of a lig ht lunch, and as the jury 
was not ready to report, he in­ 
structed that they retire for the 
nig ht and send for him this morn­ 
ing , in the event a verdict is 
reached. 
W hat today will bring forth 
x an only be the merest conjecture, 
and the D kmocrat does not care 
to indulg e in speculation along 
that line. 
Mrs. McManig al left the court 
room during Mr. Steele’s arg u­ 
ment and did not return, althoug h 
her two children remained with 
their father and g randmother until 
after the jury had retired. 
The defendant was not returned 
to jail until after Judg e Long an 
and Deputy Clerk Harry Carpen­ 
ter had tak en 
their 
departure. 
After the jury left the court room 
he shook hands with a number of 
friends, but he had very little to 
say, and during the g reater portion 
of the time he sat in silent medita­ 
tion.. 


After the D e m o cr at 
went to 
press, Friday afternoon. Justice G. 
W . Burr was put upon the stand 
and testified that Jim Churchill’s 
reputation was bad. 
W . W . Allen was put on by the 
state and contradicted statements 
made by Mrs. Dowley, the same as 
Detective Turner had done, and 
court adjourned until 7 130 p. m. 
A t the nig ht 
session 
Chas. 
Boyst, Chas. Yost aud C. F. Ernst 
testified for the defense that Jack 
Bratton’s reputation was g ood, 
but under cross-examination they 
admitted that they k new very lit­ 
tle about him. 
. Mrs. Dowley was put upon the 
stand by the defense, to contradict 
Messrs. Alien and Turner, but was 
not permitted to testify. 
Mr. Cashman and Mr. Hastain, 
of defendant’s counsel, were put 
upon the stand, but the evidence 
of the former was ruled out and 
Mr. Hastain was not permitted to 
testify. 
Court then adjourned un­ 
til 8 130 o’clock Saturday morning . 


W hen court convened yesterday 
morning there was 
a larg e au­ 


dience present, but the attorneys 
could not ag ree, without arg ument, 
upon the instructions to be submit­ 
ted to the jury, and at 11 130 o’clock 
a recess was tak en until i 130 p.m., 
without anything having been ac­ 
complished. 
A t the afternoon session the 
court room was crowded with spec­ 
tators, many ladies being among 
the number. 
The defense moved that the in­ 
dictment be quashed, because of 
the fact that the name of Eli 
Green, of Boone county, one of 
the state’s witnesses, had been 
omitted from the indictment, but 
the motion was overruled. 
Judg e Long an limited the arg u­ 
ments of the attorneys to three 
hours for each side, after Mr. 
Lamm had ask ed for four hours 
each. 
Mr. Steele then read the state’s 
instructions, Mr. Cashman follow­ 
ing with those for the defense. 
During a larg e portion of this 
time the defendant sat with one 
of his children in his left arm, his 
eyes cast down, and his head re­ 
clining on his rig ht hand. 
He 
seldom look ed up, and the de­ 
spondent look upon 
his 
coun­ 
tenance told plainer than words 
that he realized his position k eenly. 
In the next chair to the defend­ 
ant, on his left, sat his devoted 
wife, she holding the second child 
in her arms, and both of the tots 
slept for quite a period, wholly un­ 
conscious of the terrible strain un­ 
der which the father and mother 
were laboring . 
A t 2 -.25 o’clock Mr. Steele an­ 
nounced that 
Col. Hoy would 
mak e the opening arg ument for 
the state, occupying 30 or 40 min­ 
utes. 
Judg e Noonan would follow 
with a 50-minute arg ument, and 
he, Mr. Steele, would close with 
an arg ument of one and one-half 
hour's duration. 
Mr. Lamm announced that Major 
Sang ree would mak e the opening 
arg ument for the defense, tak ing 
30 minutes, to be followed by Mr. 
Hastain in a 30 minutes’ arg ument, 
Mr. Cashman in a 45 minutes’ ar­ 
g ument, and he, Lamm, would con­ 
clude in an arg ument of i hour and 
15 minutes. 
Judg e Hoy beg an speak ing at 
2 135. 
He was followed in turn by 
Major Sang ree, Mr. Hastain, Judg e 
Noonan and Mr. 
Cashman. 
It 
was now 5 145 o’clock and court 
took a recess until 7 *30 p* ui.

room was a perfect jam of humani­ 
ty, and ag ain there were many of 
the g entler sex in the audience. 
Mr. ^amm beg an his arg ument 
soon after court convened, and for 
one and one-quarter hours he held 
the undivided attention of the jury 
and spectators, despite the fact 
that he was not in the best of voice 
as he was suffering with a severe 
cold. 
The closing arg ument in the 
case was made by Mr. Steele, who 
reviewed every scintilla of evi­ 
dence from the state’s standpoint 
and presented it to the jury in a 
masterly manner. 
The universal verdict was that 
each of the seven attorneys in the 
case acquitted himself most credi­ 
tably, and cong ratulations were 
bestowed upon each at the con­ 
clusion of his address.

ing. 
Roberts 
claims 
that 
Simpson 
then assaulted him, clutching him 
about the throat and beating him.

he had a revolver 
convenient, and, being unable to 
make Simpson desist in his attack,

forced to

fense. 
He pressed the muzzle of

This strange funeral procession 
only cost 86 cents for carriage. 
There was 50 cents’ worth of post­ 
age stamps pasted on the box and 
36 cents more was charged there 
tor overweight.

was 
marked “ Menshen asche,” human 
ashes, and “ of no value.” 
A fter the customs officials had 
ascertained that the box contained 
nothing dutiable 
it 
was 
turned 
over to Undertaker Schweitzer and 
was iplaced without ceremony in 
the Melms family vault, the funeral 
having occurred in Germany. 
Mrs. Melms was one of the old­ 
est residents of M ilwaukee. 
She 
went there in 1838 
and 
resided 
there until a year ago. 
She went 
to Weisbaden, Germany, on ac­ 
count of failing health, being ac­ 
companied 
by 
her 
daughter, 
Bertha. 
It was her last request 
that the remains be placed beside 
those of her husband in the M il­ 
waukee cemetery and 
after they 
were cremated at Heidelberg the 
ashes 
were 
forwarded 
in 
this 
strange fashion.
